plane crashed in Formesa on August 18, 1945. 


None’ of this vast fortune has been found, 
papers said. The amount, even if all in the 


most precious jewels, 


single plane-load, but the Japanese papers 
blithely estimated it at 10,000,000,000 Yen. 


A. Japanese communique 
shortly after the formal aur- 
render announced thht Chandra 
Bose, wartime Japanese puppet 
lender of the “Indian Provision- 
a' Government,” had been fatal- 
ly injured when his plane crash- 
ed en route from Singapore to 
Japan, ‘ 

Coming at a time when Japan 
alrendy had ayreed to surrender, 
this was widely suspected of 
being a hoax to permit Chandra 
Bose to escape _ retribution.
